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greateft Part of the Blood in the whole Body feemed 
to be accumulated in this Vtfcus, and was of a darker 
red Colour than ufual. 

The Gall-bladder was not bigger than natural, nor 
did it contain any Stones, or concreted Matter; and, 
upon gentle PrefTure, the Bile moved cafily through 
the Tfuclus Cyjlkus. 

The Pancreas was fmaller than common, and ad- 
hered clofely to the 'Duodenum. 

The Kidneys were a little inflamed, and of a flatter 
Figure than ufual •, occafioned, as 1 fuppofe, by the 
PrefTure of the Peritonaum. 

The Cavity of the Thorax was greatly leffened by 
the. 'Diaphragma's being preffed upwards, by which 
the Lungs were likewife much compreffed, and they 
adhered in feveral Places to the Pleura and Medias- 
tinum. The Heart was of a paler Colour than com- 
mon : From the Middle to its Apex, it was prcflcd 
flat, and there was little or no Water to be found in 
the Pericardium. 



XI. An Ohfervation ly Mr. William Watfon, 
F. R. S. o/Hydatides voided per Vaginam. 

A Gentlewoman aged about 48, the Mother of 
many Children, after a Refpite of Six Years, 
had, in November 1739. the Symptoms of Conception, 
which left her in February ; from which time to the 
End of March, flie every Night difcharged per Va- 
ginam Uteri a confiderable Quantity of Blood ; and, 
not perceiving an Increafe in her Belly, nor (which in 
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Cafes of Conception is the Pathognomonic Sign of 
fomething preternatural) her Breafts, fhe concluded 
her Menfes were leaving her at their ufual Period. 
Bur, upon the Firft of April, being taken with great 
Pains in her Back, and having other Symptoms ante- 
cedent to Delivery, there came away, at (hort In- 
tervals, a very large Number of Hydatides, of all 
the intermediate Sizes, from a Nutmeg to a Pin's-head, 
fome. filled with clear, others with bloody Lymph; all 
of them propagated in the manner of a Clufter of 
Grapes from a fpongious Subftance, anfwering the Pur- 
pofes of a Tlacenta. After the Difcharge of thefe, 
in a few Days me recovered heraccuftomed Health. 

Upon boiling fome of thefe Hydatides, they ap- 
peared like the Ovary of a boiled Hen, with this Dif- 
ference ; in the Hen, the Contents of the Ova con- 
crete; in this Cafe, not; but the Tranfparency was 
changed to the Colour of Bile diluted with Water.
